3 ex-advisers indicted 


plead not guilty 


Prosecutors allege 
former campaign 
chief laundered more 
than $18 million

WASHINGTON — Spe- 
cial Counsel Robert Mueller 
on Monday revealed charges 
against three former Trump 
campaign officials — in- 
cluding onetime campaign 
chairman Paul Manafort — 
marking the first criminal 
allegations to come from 
probes into possible Russian 
influence in U.S. political af- 
fairs. 

Manafort surrendered 
to the FBI and pleaded not 
guilty to charges that he 
laundered millions of dollars 
through overseas shell com- 
panies — using the money 
to buy luxury cars, real es- 
tate, antique rugs and ex- 
pensive clothes. Rick Gates, 
Manafort’s longtime associate 
as well as a campaign adviser, 
was also charged and turned 
himself in. 

But information that 
could prove most politically 
damaging to President Don- 
ald Trump came an hour lat- 
er, when Mueller announced 
that George Papadopoulos, 
a former foreign policy ad- 
viser to Trump’s campaign, 
had pleaded guilty to lying to 
the FBI and was cooperating 
with investigators. 

In court documents re- 
leased Monday, federal investi- 
gators said they suspected that 
Russian intelligence services 
had used intermediaries to 
contact Papadopoulos to gain 
influence with the campaign, 
offering “dirt” on rival Hillary 
Clinton in April 2016 in the 
form of “thousands of emails.” 

Papadopoulos secretly 
pleaded guilty weeks ago 
to lying to the FBI about 
those contacts and has been 
cooperating with Mueller’s

With the guilty plea of one 
Trump campaign official and 
a 3l-page indictment of two 
others, Special Counsel Rob- 
ert Mueller spoke volumes 
more about the Russia probe 
than months of heated pub- 
lic debate. Without uttering a 
word, Mueller’s message was 
clear, according to veteran 


lawyers: He isn’t bluffing, 
and witnesses are talking. 

The double-barreled court 
filings ratchet up the pressure 
on everyone under scrutiny 
in the investigation, lawyers 
said, in part because they 
show that a former Trump 
campaign adviser began co- 
operating with the FBI three 
months ago. 

“This is the way you kick 


off a big case,” said Patrick 
Cotter, a white-collar defense 
lawyer in Chicago who once 
worked as a federal pros- 
ecutor in New York alongside 
Andrew Weissmann, who is 
spearheading the prosecution 
of former Trump campaign 
chairman Paul Manafort and 
his deputy, Rick Gates.

What’s known 


Who was indicted? President 
Donald Trump’s former 
campaign chairman, Paul 
Manafort, and former 
Manafort business associate 
Rick Gates were indicted on 
felony charges and pleaded 
not guilty. The separate 
charges against Manafort and 
Gates contend the men acted 
as unregistered foreign agents 
for Ukrainian interests. 


Who is George Papadopoulos? 
He was a member of the 
Trump campaign’s foreign 
policy team. He pleaded 
guilty to lying to federal 
agents about his dealings with 
Russians who were offering 
“dirt” on Hillary Clinton. In 
court papers, he admitted 
lying about the nature of his 
interactions with “foreign 
nationals” who he thought 
had close connections to 
senior Russian government 
Officials. 


What does this have to do with 
Russian meddling? The guilty 
plea by Papadopoulos marked 
the first criminal count that 
cites interactions between 
Trump campaign associates 
and Russian intermediaries 
during the campaign.

NEW YORK — Ezekiel El- 
liott’s six-game suspension by 
the NFL is set to be reinstated 
Tuesday night after a federal 
district judge 
late Monday 
in New York 
denied the

Katherine Polk Failla re- 
jected Elliott and the NFL 
Players Association’s claims 
that the NFL conspired 
against Elliott to prevent him 
from receiving a fundamen- 
tally fair appeal. She granted 
a 24-hour stay on her ruling so 
that Elliott, who attended the 
hearing Monday evening in 
New York, can consider appel- 
late options in the Second U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals. But 
after fighting since the suspen- 
sion was issued Aug. 11, Elliott 
has few speedy options left in 
this on-again, off-again battle.

Ban on 
troops 
blocked 


D.C. judge says Trumps 
military policy isn’t 
‘supported by any facts’

WASHINGTON — A fed- 
eral judge in Washington 
blocked the Trump adminis- 
tration’s proposed transgen- 
der military ban, writing in a 
strongly worded opinion that 
the policy “does not appear to 
be supported by any facts.” 

US. District Court Judge 
Colleen Kollar-Kotelly is- 
sued the preliminary injunc- 
tion Monday, finding that a 
group of transgender service 
members would have a strong 
chance of prevailing in their 
lawsuit to have the ban de- 
clared unconstitutional. The 
injunction remains in place 
until the lawsuit is resolved or 
a judge lifts it. 

The move is another legal 
setback for the president, who 
surprised military leaders and 
members of Congress when he 
announced the proposal via 
a series of tweets in late July 
that reversed an Obama ad- 
ministration policy allowing 
transgender service members 
to serve openly and begin en- 
listing in January. 

The tweets were followed 
by a presidential directive
